Atty, 
Jim Garrison’s Kennedy assas-| 
sination probe. 

“We did ask,” the letter says, 
‘the attorney general to investi- 
gate allegations that various 
crimes have been committed by 
Mr. Garrison and members of 
his staff during the past several 
months, in the course of the 
•obe. 

“Accusations of Crime 


against persons to whom we 
entrust the administration of 
justice cannot be ignored with- 
out creating an atmosphere of 
distrust for our justice ma-| 
chinery.” 

The letter added that Garrison I 
Ihas a responsibility to investi- 
gate allegations of an assassina- 
tion plot. 

Similarly, it is the responsi-.j 
Ibility of the governor and the 
attorney general to investigate] 
[allegations of crimes committed 
by a district attorney and mem- 
bers of his staff, the letter said, 
“and, based on all the evidence, 
to prosecute or exonerate those 
accused.” 

The MCC said it believes Gar- 
rison’s investigation should not 
be prematurely terminated and 


urged the governor to help the 
attorney general to “initiate the 
exercising of his duty in this 
matter.”
